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DETAILED ACTION 

NOTE: the Examiner made a new restriction requirement because the Examiner just 
noticed that claims 51-53 are referring to a delivery tool shown in Figs. 43-43b. Therefore, the 
Examiner is doing another restriction requirement to separate these two different inventions. 
During the last couple of office actions the examiner thought that claims 51-53 were referring to 
the embodiment of claim 1 . 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-31 and 54-58, drawn to a suture locking assembly, classified in class 
623, subclass 2.4. 

II. Claims 51-53, drawn to a suture holder tool, classified in class 606, subclass 232. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)).
